2. (Original) A diagnostic method of predicting 
susceptibility to PD, based on the detection of the "PD- 
susceptibility haplotype", as herein defined, in an 
individual . 

3. (Original) A method of screening ' for a genetic 
predisposition to PD, wherein said method involves the 
steps of: 

(a) providing a blood sample from an individual to be 
screened; 

(b) analyzing the DNA from the blood sample of (a) for the 
presence or absence of the " PD-suscept ibility haplotype", 
as herein defined, by appropriate means; 

wherein the presence of the "PD-susceptibility haplotype' 7 
indicated a higher predisposition to PD, and the absence 
of the "PD-susceptibility haplotype" indicated a lower 
predisposition to PD, compared to a control. 

4. (Original) A method of testing a blood sample of a human 
subject for the presence of the " PD-susceptibility 
haplotype", by analyzing the DNA of said blood sample by 
appropriate means, wherein the presence of the "PD- 
susceptibility haplotype" indicated a higher 
predisposition of said human subject to PD, and the 
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absence of the "PD-susceptibility haplotype" indicated a 
lower predisposition of said human subject to PD, compared 
to a control.
